Shooting leaves 6

Six Blacks were victims of 
parate fatal shooting incidents 
-one week, according to Colum- 
us police homicide squad. 

A speculation swirled around 
own Tuesday that the hot 
eather may have been a contrib- 
tory factor in the week-long car- 
age that was aggravated by dif- 
erent motives. 


But, Lt. Ralph Casto, supervi- 
sor of Crimes Against Persons, 
told The CALL & POST: “All 
kinds of speculations exist that 
weather gets people irate and 
make them kill each other. In this 
business no one can say for sure if 
the hot or cold weather is a factor 
in high crime rate.” 

According to homicide records, 
three whites and two Blacks were

killed between July 18 and July 26 
last year, while six Blacks were 
killed in the same period this year. 
There were five felonious assault 
victims between that period, 
according to detectives. 

As of July 27 last year, there 
were 42 homicides, compared to 
51 the same time this year.

Mother, son struggle together 
maintain normalcy after accident 


By MARY TAYLOR 


So far Ernest Strickland has 
managed to beat the odds. His 
mother, Macie Strickland, is 
thankful and hopes she can over- 
come the same odds as she fights 
to maintain her handicapped child 
at home. 


Ernest was critically injured ina 
car accident Jan. 25, 1986. He was 
a passenger in an automobile 
driven by Daniel Gentry. Gentry 
was attempting to make a left turn 
onto Fifth Ave. out of a driveway 
near Corinthian Missionary Bap- 
tist church when he was struck 
broadside by a van driven by 
Reginald Cotner. 


Doctors at Children’s Hospital 
did not expect Ernest to live 
through the night. He did but he 
remained in a coma for 2% 
months. He was later transferred 
to a Zanesville Hospital and then 
at his mother’s request to the 
Rehabilitation Institute of Pitts- 
burg, a hospital that specializes in 
head injuries. 

It was there Ernest emerged 
from his coma. A nurse walked 
into his room one morning in June 
and said “hi.” Not expecting a 
response she was surprised when 
Ernest replied with a “hi” of his 
own. That was the first word he 
had spoken since the January 

accident. 


Ernest remains partially para- 
lyzed. on the left side and his 
speech is not clear at times, but his 
mother is thankful for the pro- 
gress that he has made. “One out 
of 100 normally survive with his 
type of head injury. To this point 
he has beaten the odds,” said Mrs. 
Strickland, : 


Ernest's lower part of the brain 
that controls motor skills was sev- 
erly damaged in the accident. He 
must be retrained in everyday 
functions, his mother said. 

Ernest came home from the 
Institute in October 1986. Since 


that time Mrs. Strickland has

would finance the sale through 
syndication of the project, in 
which limited partners would buy 
into the project to gain the tax 
benefits of ownership of the prop- 
erty. However, these limited 
partners would not have voting 
rights. 

“Total control of the property 
remains right in the community,” 
Adrian said. “(The limited 
partners’) money is just to allow us 
to turn the property, and do the 
rehabilitation work that HUD has 
said is dificient,” 

Adrian said HUD had esti- 
mated the work at almost $1 mil- 
lion in deferred maintainance and 
repairs, and a total of $2.5 million 
in work to be done on the 
property. 

Under Adrian's proposal, his 
management firm would train 
staff to run the property, ulti- 
mately yielding property man- 
agement to a full-service property 
management company which 
would be created through the 
partnership. 

“] think that’s sorely needed, 
and we want to help with that, 
too,” Adrian added-— : 

“Everybody involved wants to 
do the best for the property and 
the residents,” Adrian said. “We 
feel our plan does the best job to 
everyone's benefit and no one's 
detriment.” 

The Shiloh Grove, Ltd. plajn is 
currently the only such plan 
before the bankruptcy court. Both 
churches have stressed in a press 
release that the venture is “in no 
way relying upon the credit worth- 
iness or funds of the churches to 
which they are respectively related 
ip order to participate in this 
partnership.” 

“We are asking for an oppor- 
tunity to develop the Mt. Vernon 
Plazax into the eastside oasis and 
the model community that it was 
originally designed to be,” the 
release concluded. 

Wise said that Daisy Flowers, 
president of the NDC, supports 
the petition. “It wouldn't have 
worked without her support,”

Carter admits wrongdoing

OSU wide receiver Cris Carter, 
who was ruled permanently inelig- 
ible to play football at that univer- 
sity, has admitted he was wrong 
for accepting money and signing a 
contract with agents. 

In a copyright story in Friday's 
(July 24) Dayton Daily News and 
Journal Herald Carter said, “I 
knew it was wrong. But I 
thought the way they had it set up, 
it would be all right.” 

Carter was interviewed last 
Thursday in Dayton while playing 
basketball with his older brother, 
Butch, a former NBA player. At 
press time, brother George, who 
negotiated the deal, has remained 
silent. 

Coach Earle Bruce had questi- 
oned Carter carlier this summer 
about the allegations, however, 
Carter continueJ to deny that he 
had any dealings with agents 
Norby Walters and Lloyd Bloom 
of World Entertainment Inc. 

Bruce learned the truth July 10, 
just before Carter was called before 
a grand jury investigating the 
agency. 

On July 15 OSU officials 
announced Carter's scholarship 
had been suspended. 

Carter has not spoken with 
Bruce since OSU's action was 


announced. “I didn’t want to be 
mean to him (Bruce),” Carter said. 
“He exploited my talent to the 
best. In crucial situations, he 
always went to me. He even went 
to me times I didn’t want him to 
come to me.” : 

He said he must be satisified 
with himself before he talks with 
him. 

“I've got to be a man and go 
right back to school and finish up. 
I've only got like four more quar- 
ters to go. That would make my 
mom happy more than me making 
a lot of money in the NFL. If Ido 
that, I'll be able to look at her and 
be satisfied.” 

In the interim Carter has petiti- 
oned the National Football 
League to include him in a sup- 
plemental draft. The NFL is con- 
sidering the request. 

AGENTS BILL DRAFTED -- 
State Rep. John Stozich has 
introduced a bill that would 
require agents who recruit in Ohio 
to be licensed and penalized for 
specific actions. 

The bill would require agents to 
be licensed by the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Commerce and was 
drafted following Carter's dismis- 
sal from the OSU football team.

Central Ohio is home to Carl Brown of CARL BROWN IGA. Bom on the city’s near east side along St. Clair 
Avenue, after which the Brown family moved from the east side ghetto to the ghettos of Urbancrest, Worthington 
and finally settling in Westerville. Carl Brawn attended school primarily in the Westerville school district, where 


he graduated in 1934. 


, CARL BROWN IGA is considered to be an old landmark of the near east side neighborhood. The business began 
in 1937 with two fruit stands at the old Eastside Market. Today, it is a full-service retail grocery store with annual 


sales of 2.5 million.

Because of Brown's impoverished childhood, he 
was unable to attend college. He came to Columbus 
from Westerville to obtain a job where he worked fora 
local chain operation of grocers at 1054 Mt. Vernon 
Avenue. Say Brown, “I worked from 7:Wa.m., to 
10:00p.m. daily for only $7.50 per week, in the pro- 
duce department. The grocer began training me 
how to merchandise fruits and vegetables and how to 
do window displays.” 


While working, Brown attended welding school in 
hopes of making some big money for himself. “Weld- 
ing was a very popular occupation at that time and it 
seemed like something | could do,” he says. However, 
after graduation, the reality of obtaining a job became 
apparent. Brown recalls on numerous occasions being 
told, “We don't hire any blacks. Get away from my 
door. You know you are not supposed to be here!” 


That kind of experience continucd to plague Brown in| 
his search fora job. So, dismayed and frustrated, he gave 
up the idea of becoming a welder and continued to work 
for the national grocery chain. 


Distinguished 


After five years with the grocery chain, Brown en- 
countered a very bad situation: “One particular day, Iwas 
stocking the shelves of a display, and did not see a 
customer standing behind me, At that same time, the 
company supervisor approached the counter. He came 
over to me and tapped me on the shoulder, saying “you 
lazy black so and so...don’t you see that customer stand- 
ing there?” 


Outraged and angered by that situation, Brown with 
drew all of his savings of $84.00 from the bank. Then, 
he purchased two stands in the East side Market. That 
marked the beginning of business for Brown, then 20 
years of age. 


“No role models. No road maps. No easy road 
from that point on,” reflects Brown. “The only 
choices before me, as a black kid were bootbiack or 
bootleg, bar-hops, undertaker, pool-room operator, 
barber or singer. With no talent and limited choices, 
it was hard. Because of the training I had received 
from the grocery chain, I was better prepared to 
compete in the grocery marketplace. I knew quality

Those are the things that kept my cus- 
tomers coming back. It was something to have a steady 
customer,” says Brown. 


In the beginning, his wife, Dorothy, worked with him 
stacking fruits and vegetables and working sun-up to 
sun-down at the fruit stand. “Dorothy brought the chil- 
dren to the market, put them down, rolled up her sleeves 
and worked right along side me. As the business grew, 


. my wife's role lessened. Today, our son Chad isa very 


big part of the operation. ‘He is our business manager, 
learning the business from top to bottom. That is the 
only way to learn the ins and outs of the business.” 
Today, CARL BROWN IGA is still a family-owned and 
-operated business. 


When Brown began expanding in 1940, he pur- 
chased the property just east of the East side Market 
located on Mt. Vernon Ave. That lot was purchased for 
$3,500.00 down and a mortgage of $75.00 per month. 
The only reason for purchasing it was his business was 
already established near that location. 


However, Brown eventually relocated in 1951 be- 
cause, “then Governor Lausche kept issuing liquor per- 
mits to establishments along Mt. Vernon Avenue.” 
There were twen

on my customers, especially with so many folks hang- 
ing in and outof the bars.’ se guys would make wise 
cracks at the women as they camé to the market," 
therefore, the proprietor’s reasons for relocating. 


With that move, Brown expanded the wholesale part 
of his business. His customers tended to be small, black 
grocers and comer store operators. However, with the 
establishment of the Bolivar Armsand Windsor Terrace 
projects, those customers gradually were eliminated. 


“By coincidence, the person who owned the store 
located at 1289 Mt Vernon and Champion Avenues 
made Brown an offer to purchase his store. Brown 
purchased the store in 1969. That was the beginning of 
the wholesale/retail grocery store, known as CARL 
BROWNIGA. At that point, he became affiliated with 
IGA. 


Edward Reese, chairman of the board of Bank One 
was responsible for getting Brown the help he needed 
to establish his grocery business. Says Brown, "I re- 
member a friend telling me that he was coming to see 
me. I told my friend, wait just a minute so I can see this 
herd of elephants coming down Mt. Vernon Avenue! 
But, Reese came. Atihat time, it was very unlikely that 
I would be able to obtain the financing, especially since 
I was black. Recalls Brown, "I remember sitting in the 
bank with my IGA supervisor and my accountant mak- 
ing a presentation to the bank officer. As I was talking, 
the man sat on the opposite side of the table and looked 
outthe window during our entire presentation. After we 
had finished, he asked if we had anything else tosay. We 
said ‘no’, and he said,"'I say ‘no’, we're not going to loan 
you the money.” 

One way that black business people can overcome 
certain obstacles is through networking with a resource 
facility like the Columbus Minority Business Develop- 
ment Center (MBDC). The Columbus MBDC canand 
will act as a viable resource for information and 
referrals between majority and minority enterprise.

One concern an organization whether large or small 
has is the need for proper documentation (records) 
within a company. 


As a result of more people seeking the legal system 
as a forum for consumer concerns, records are becom- 
ing more crucial in the continuation of any business. 
Businesses have become more vulnerable and the need 
for accurate, up-to-date records has increased . . . 
(Information Resource Management, Ricks and Gow, 
1986). For example, it is not uncommon for a 
business to be sued, go to court and lose a case due to 
the lack of evidence (records) in its own defense. 


Listed below are certain types of records that are 
used as documentation to: 1) verify that on incident 
did occur, 2) verify that the company followed estab- 
lished policies and procedures, and 3) verify whether 
a company took action on a issue, if so, could it have 
prevented the incident.

Merit selection 


The debate over the Ohio State Bar Association's proposal to change the 
way Ohio elects its judges is continuing. The National Conference of Black 
Lawyers has expressed its concern over the plan, called “merit selection,” 
questioning whether such a plan would not take election out of the hands of 
the people and place it into the hands of an unelected group which may be 

»,, less likely than the present system to promote Black judges. The NCBL 
; rb td some changes in the plan to ensure the appointment of more Black 
judges. 

The OSBA, on the other hand, has said that the present record of 

~~appointment of Black judges is poor, and that, in states which have moved 

away from electing judges, and toward governor-appointed selection panels 

like those proposed in the OSBA’s plan, there has been a significant increase 
in the appointment of women and minorities. 

_ The statistics the OSBA cites certainly do show that women are more 

likely to be appointed ‘by merit selection panels, However, in the same 
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study, the number of minorities appointed was about the same.

Harassing Black pols 


A white professor has found, over years of research, what Blacks and 
Black politicians have already known intuitively: there is a different stand- 
ard of review, in the justice system and the press, for Black politicians. 

Mary Sawyer found over years of investigation that Black public officials 
were held to a higher standard than their white counterparts, and were often 
deliberately harassed. This was particularly true for the highest-ranking 
Black in any jurisdiction, 


Why? Sawyer believes that it is because these Black politicians ure a 
threat to the “status quo,” and because many whites are “personally 
: -affronted and threatened” by the power of Black politicians. | : 
This is a shameful vestige of our history as a racially fragmented society. 
It is sad that a white professor must say what Blacks have known for so long 
before it has validity. But this indicates that the presence of such racially- 
-motivated coverage is obvious to any observer who has an unbiased eye. 
The white press should be ashamed of itself in the manner that it treats 
many Black politicians. One could surmise that part of the reason for such 
treatment is the lack of Blacks in key reporting and policy-making roles in 
the white media. It can also’stem from many in the press's preconceived 
biases surrounding the capabilities and integrity of Black politicians. 
Most dangerous, of course, are the flaws in the justice system which can 
force Black politicians into spending thousands of dollars to defend them- 
selves against charges which are often baseless and either politically or 
ethically motivated, 


Of course, there is a fine line between harassment and holding politicians 
accountable for their actions. There are, after all, Black politicians who 
“abuse their public trust--just as there are white politicians who do the same. 
‘In many cases, those who abuse the public trust are hurting their own Black 
“constituents more than they are hurting the white power structure, and they 
E-must be held accountable for their actions as politicians. \ 
= Much of what we have seen, however, appears to be the niggling of white 
.} press and politicians who only wish to destroy, in a cloud of rumor and 
innuendo, the positive work accomplished by many Black politicians. 
The only people who will be able to hold the white press and justice 
system accountable are Black people themselves. Blacks must become 
discriminating voters and buyers of newspapers, to ensure that their con- 
cerns are addressed when the press and justice system appear to be unduly 
attacking Black elected officials. It may not solve the problem, but it will 
certainly make those who are practicing such invidious racism themselves 
more accountable for their actions. : 


_ Infact, one could argue whether other means, such as the restructuring of 
judicial districts, particularly at the municipal court level, to eliminate 
county-wide municipal courts would not have a more profound effect on 
the appointment and retention of Black judges than the merit selection plan. 

Merit selection proponents argue that their process would take politics 
out of the appointment of judges. If they are convinced of that notion, they

The courts are too important to Black people for them to vote on such a 
radical restructuring without a clear direction of where we will be heading. 
We urge the OSBA, in the three months before the election, to do more than 
write letters to Black attorneys and their groups, but actively work in the 
Black community to show Black people,how the current selection process 
for judges has hurt them--and specifically how merit selection will make it

Rev. ‘Hicks’ book details 
years of church conflict 


Zondervan Publishing House 
has published a riveting tale of 
Rev. H. Beecher Hicks, Jr.'s pas- 
torship at the Metropolitan Bap- 
tist Church in Washington, D.C. 

The book, “Preaching Through 
a Storm,” describes how Hicks, a 
Columbus native, managed a 
maintain his congregation despite 
trouble with the church trustee 
board, attempts to discredit his 
leadership, false accusations, 
character assassinations, and 
what he calls “demonic assaults.” 

The controversy that nearly 
tore the church, one of the largest 
Black congregations in America, 
apart centered on a decision by 


church leaders to replace its cen- 
tury old building with a modern 
dne. 

Hicks, ason of Rev. H. Beecher 
Hicks Sr., pastor emeritus of Mt. 
Olivet Baptist Church, said in his 
book, “The pastorate is the worst 
job you will ever love. Its demands 
are unreasonable, its calling ines- 
capable, its politics volatile, its 
machinery often unworkable, its 
eoncepts difficult to grasp.” 

Hicks is.a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas and has 
earned a master of divinity and 
doctor of ministry degree from 
Colgate Rochester Divinity 
School.

“At first | thought the robbery 
attempt was aimed at the flower 
shop until | found no cash or 
equipment missing. When I 
walked back to the campaign 
office I saw the headquarters was 
in’ shambles.” 


Russell indicated that a few files 
seemed to b. missing which may 


have contained fundraising lists 
and other campaign information 

“It will take some time to 
determine the extent of the 
robbery because the office is such 
a mess. I don’t think that whoever 
broke into the office knew what 
they were taking, rather they must 
have just grabbed one of the larg- 
est files. The police feel they must 
have been seeking cash,” Russell 
added. 

Loretta Heard was shocked to 
hear about the break-in 

“I feel sorry for Jim’s business 
and quite disturbed that my head- 
quarters was torn apart. It's hard 
enough to raise money for a cam- 
paign without others trying to 
steal what has already been col- 
lected,” Heard said 

Russell said that the police are 
still investigating the incident

The names roll easily off the tongue: Congressman Harold Ford of * 
Tennessee. indicted for influence peddling. Mayor Marion Barry of © 


Washington. accused of corruption in government and drug abuse. 
Jerry Hammond in Columbus, investigated by the U.S. Attorney's 
office for remarks he made. Federal judge Alcee Hastings of Florida, 
who.was acquitted of criminal bribery charges but is facing an 
unprecedented impeachment effort by the U.S. Judicial Conference. 
Judge Pincham in Chicago. who is facing censure for remarks he 
made surrounding the re-election campaign of mayor Harold 
Washington. Andrew Young and Julian Bond in Atlanta, subjects of 
a probe involving allegations of drug use and coercion. Parren 
Mitchell of Baltimore, the former congressman who was accused of 
involvement in the Wedtech scandal. 

They share acommon heritage. All have been accused of wrongdo- 
ing in th¢ past two years. All are Black. 

Does this mean that Black politicians are more likely than white 
politicians to be subjected to political and media harassment. includ- 
ing prosecution, for their activities? According to a white college 
professor, the answer is “yes.” . 

Mary R. Sawyer of lowa State University: in a 265=page report 
entitled. “The Dilemma of Black Politics.” found that, Black/politi- 
cians were held to a higher standard of behavior and suffered more

intense scrutiny than their white counterparts, 

The study, which is 10 years old, is being revised by Sawyer. But 
she believes the results are the same: that Black officials--particularly 
the highest-ranking Black in any particular jurisdiction--are sub- 
jected to extraordinary pressures, including not only potential politi- 
cal and criminal prosecution and press scrutiny but death threats. 

In media coverage, Sawyer said. she found “an eagerness and 
malice where Black elected officials are concerned that is not present 
with white elected officials.” 

Sawyer argued that part of the reason for this problem is that some 
whites are “affronted and threatened by the prospect of Blacks 
having power over their lives. For the busihess community, Black 
officials may pose a threat to established economic interests and 
business as usual.” 

State Representative Otto Beatty agrees with Sawyer’s findings 

“I don’t think there’s any question that Black officials are treated 
differently”, Beatty said. “It was decided some time ago, that since 
Blacks have used the justice system to advance Biack causes, they're 
going to use them against us.” 

Sawyer. in fact, agrees with that assessment: she argues that the 
increasing number of Black elected officials, and the increasing 
conservatism in the electorate, as symbolized by the R: adminis- 
tration, means tougheF times ahead for Black elected officials. ~ 


Beatty argues that there is an effort to “investigate and discredit 
Black leadership all around the country.”

raised against one politician, Parren Mitchell, who is considered 


' among the most honest and incorruptible politicians in the country. 


“The only people that are going to report anything positive is the 
Black press,” Beatty concluded. 

State Representative Ray Miller, on the other hand, was less 
certain there was a conspiracy. “There certainly have been a number 
of indictments without convictions, and one could certainly conclude 
that that’s harassment, but I haven't had the opportunity to compare 
it with white politicians,” Miller said, calling himself “reluctant” to 
tab it a conspiracy. 

However, Miller admitted that “one could conjecture and say that 
Black elected officials are becoming too powerful, and there are some 
people who want to put astop to it. The best way to puta stopto itis 
to say he’s a crook.” 

Black politicians, of course, are not the only ones coming under 
increasingly tough press orjcriminal scrutiny. The “abscam” indict- 
ments from several years ago, for example, caught only white politi- 
cian in their net. And, the press troubles of Gary Hart, George Bush 
and Richard Celeste point to a level of scrutiny which is rising forall 
politicians. 

However, the fear that many Black politicians seem to have is that 
they will not be subjected to the same type of review, as their white 


counterparts. And, “according to the study; their fear Ws quite < 


well-founded.

a plus in advisory commission job

Providence, RI -- Dr, Rita 
Clark Chambers, Rhode Island’s 
first Black executive director of 
the Governor's Permanent Advi- 
sory Commission on Women, 15 4 
goddess of ambition, who through 
her achievements, teaches the 
virtues of labor, aggression and 
perseverance, despite brushes 
with racism. 

Racism, a silent killer of Black 
ambition, was subtle in the South 
in the early 1970's when she was a 
graduate student, she says. 

She recalls the words of her pro- 
fessor exploding in her ear. “You 


don't need to write” a term paper 
on Black psychology!, the profes- 
sor told her when she was enrolled 
in a psychology class at Georgia 
State University, while pursuing a 
master’s degree in administration. 
“You know it already,” the profes- 
sor said.“ You'reBlack.” 

But Dr. Chambers, who was 
born in Radford, VA, refused to 
bow to that or to prejudice against 
women, Blacks and White alike., 
“Just because you're Black,” 


she said, “doesn’t mean that you 
know the technical part of being 
Black and | wanted to know what 
the authorities in the field had to 
say.” 
“I always “did have difficulty 
dealing with White folks in 
Atlanta and Georgia,” she said 
recently, sitting in the living room 
of hér home on Roger Williams 
Avenue, 

“Maybe it had something to do 
with what I was going through 
then,” she said. 3 


At one end of the room, wood 
blazed in a fireplace, the glow of 
the flame reflected in her soft- 
brown straight hair that folded at 
the ends into a pageboy style. 

“You know,” she said, “the pro- 
test, the Black is beautiful, the 
civil rights movement,” 

“I went down there (Atlanta) 
with an afro that was out to here,” 
her hands motioned to include 
about five inches, “Orelse it-was 
cornrowed, Everything was the 
“Whoopi Goldberg” look. “White 
folks looked at me like I was 
wired.” 

Today she is Rhode Island's

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first Black, executive director of 
the Governor's Permanent Advi- 
sory Commission on Women. 

She went through a search and 
screen process. And “I was told 
there were 100 applicants from all 
over the New England area” who 
applied, she says. 

Her experience, especially as a 
Black women, made her more sen- 
sitive to women’s issues. 

She has lectured on “The Com- 
petent Black Woman” at Brown 
University’s Black Women's 
Health Conference two years ago 
and “The«Strength of Black 
Women" at the Zeta Phi Beta 
Sorority/s Finer Womanhood 
Week last year. 

In fact, one of her duties is to 
remain knowledgeable of 
women’s issues at the local, state, 
and national level by gathering 
information, reviewing it and then 
to disseminate such information 
to the Commission and’other 
organizations. 

The Commission and other 
organizations, she says, are the 
primary reason why the women 
incarcerated at the Adult Correc~ 
tional Institution (ACI) have their 
own facility. 

Five or six years ago, Dr. 
Chambers says, they were housed 
with the men. 

She wasn't here then, so she 
can’t take credit for the change, 
she says. But it was this commis- 
sion, along with other organiza- 
tions, that pushed for the change. 

Now, “They have their own 
classrooms, with their own typew- 
riters, sewing machines, and their 
own library, allof the things that 
they need to train them, so that 
when they do get out of jail, they 
can be employable in gainful posi- 
tions, not just entry level jobs, like 
Burger King,” she says. 

She Came to Rhode Island 
Four Years Ago 

Dr. Chambers, 38, and single, 
arrived in Rhode Island four years 
ago as executive assistant to the 
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President. of Rhode Island Col- 
lege, before assuming her present 
position in October of 1984. 

Before that, she served as 
assistant for Academic Affairs to 
the Dean of Faculty at Southeast- 
ern Massachusetts University in 
North Dartmouth, MA 

While in that position, she also 
became the first Black Woman to 
be elected president of the New 
Bedford YWCA's board of 
directors. 

She also sat on the boards of 
Children’s Friend and Service, the 
Community Review Team for 
Project Hometown America of 
United Way of Southeastern New 
England, the Rose-Butter Brown 
Scholarship Committee of Rhode 
Island College, and the Girl 
Scouts of Rhode Island. 

Dr. Chambers is currently 
chairwoman of the Advisory Task 
Force for Project Birth of Urban 
League of Rhode Island. 

One of four children born to 
Martin and Ruth Wallace of 


Columbus, OH, Sr. Chambers 
artived in Rhode Island with her 
daughter Ruth, 9, who is enrolled 
in Henry Barnard School. Dr. 
Chambers is telling her daugher 
exactly what her mother told her 
-- “get your education so you can 
have economic independence.” 
It's her economic independence 
that allows her daughter to attend 


Henry Barnard School, enroll in 


gymnastic classes, girl scouts, and 
roller skating, dancing, and 
swimming. “All of the things I 
never did,” Dr. Chambers says. 

Rhode Island, she says, has 
grown on her. She has lived in 
Ohio, Minnesota, lowa, Atlanta, 
Virginia, Kansas, and Detrot. 
“But New England is the place ! 
like best" she says. “I like the 
quality of life.” 

“T like the close proximity to the 
beaches, | like the close proximity 
to the mountains, to Boston and 
Hartford, and the cultural and 
recreational outlets that these pla- 
ces offer.” 

She Pushed Past the Silence 

For Dr. Chambers success has 
come. But not before she pushed 
past the silence that fell over the 
counter at Georgia department 
store where she stepped up to 
make a purchase. 

People in the South are layed 
back and casual, she says. They 
don’t rush to do anything. 

Behind the counter, two clerks 
chijchat, look in Dr, Chamber's 
direction, and return to their 
conversation. 

“You see two White cashiers 
talking instead of waiting on cus- 
tomers,” she says. 

In those days, she wore a big 
afro. “I immediately zoomed in on 
racism,” 

“I thought they were ignoring 
me because I was Black and wear- 
ing a big afro.”

“The more I felt ignored, the 
more I wore my afro and corn- 
rows,” she said. 

It took her a couple of years to 
figure it-out, “but it wasn't racism 
per se.” she continued, “They 
didn't ignore me as a Black per- 
son, because they did the same 
thing to White people. It was their 
life style. But I didn’t pick up on 
that then,” | J 

Dr. Chambers despises racism 
and_ sexism, especially in the 
schools. “I have a PhD and have 
yeat-to take a Black history 
course, even though Iattended a 
Black college in Atlanta. 

“But | have done Black history 
lectures, she says, “Why? because 
L have learned it on my own. And 
have done it so well” that groups 
will call her to lecture during 
Black history week, Martin 
Luther King week, and on 
Women’s issues. 

“] just want to help my people,” 
she says, “Black people, and 
women in general.”

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Kids home alone should 


be taught value of phone 


Approximately 63 percent of mothers with 
school age children are working outside the home, 
and 25 percent of famili¢s with children under 18 
are headed by a single parent. We see a growing 

number of children caring for themselves after 
School and during the summer until their parents 
get home from work. 
_ Jacqueline E, LaMuth, Franklin County Home 
Economics Agent, estimates that 4 to 5 million 
children under 13 are latchkey kids. 

Self care is not necessarily appropriate for every 

' child. Even if parents judge their children responsi- 
ble enough to handle caring for themselves, there 
are some things that can make the experience safer 

The telephone is a tremendous resource fot kids 
in self care because it is their link to parents and 
other helping adults. If possible, LaMuth advises 
that parents require their child to phone them when 
he she gets home. She further suggests that the 
parent phone the child once or twice a day to check 
on him. Keep a list of emergency numbers near the 
telephone. Include the parents’ work numbers, 
neighbors willing to help, local police, fire depart- 
ment, ambulance service and the family doctor. She 
also recommends that the house address and direc- 
tions for getting to the house be posted too. Even if 
a child knows these things, he may forget in an 
emergency. Teach a child how to call these numbers 
and how to give the necessary information quickly 


and accurately. Also, keep a pad and pencil by the 
telephone. 

LaMuth says parents should teach a child how to 
answer the telephone. Emphasize that he never 
should give the caller his name, address or phone 
number and he should never tell the caller he is 
alone. If the caller asks for a parent, teach children 
to tell the caller his mother or father is busy right 
now, but will return the call. Teach the child to ask 
the caller for their name and number and to write 
them down, Instruct your child to call parents with 
the information. Parents should return the call 
promptly. That way, the caller doesn’t know the 
child is home alone. 

lt also will be helpful to have a child limit-the 
length of phone conversations when he's home 
alone, so he can be reached when necessary, “These 
suggestions should help a child feel more secure, 
ease a parent’s mind and help keep the child safer,” 
LaMuth notes. Learn many other ways to keep 
children safe when parents can’t be home by con- 
tacting the Franklin County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Office at 443-6200, and asking for an at-home 
study game and program called “Keys for Kids.”
